Reports Are Made to Presbyterian 
Mission Board. 

New York, August 3.—The Presbyte- 
rian board of foreign missions of the 
Presbyterian church has received letters 
from the American missionaries in Per- 
sia regarding the cholera epidémic which 
(has come into the country from the 
south and southwest and has extended 
as far north as the capital in Teheran.

WIRES CZAR OF DEFEAT 
| St. Petersburg, August 3.—In a dispatch |
